bane heard many Gentlemen offer much. 

1 aſſure all Schoole-maſters of the Engliſh-tongne, that they ſhall 
not enely teach their ſchollers with great perfettion,but alſo they ſhall 
with more eaſe and profit, and in ſhorter time teach a hunared [chol= 
lers ſooney than before they contd teach forte. 

I hope by this plaine and ſhort kind of teaching,to tnconrage many 
to read,that nener otherwiſe would haue learned. 4nd ſo more kyow- 
ledge will be brought into this land, and more Bookes bonght than 0- 
therwiſe would hawe beeve. |

Thane made a part of a briefe Chronologie for praftiſe of reading 
hard words, wherein thou ſhalt bee much helped for the undertand. 
ing of the Bible and other Hiftories : ana a Grammar ſtheller learne 
ro know when his e Authors both Greeke and Latine, lived, and when 
the principall Hiſtories in them were done. 

Thane ſet downe a Table,containing and teaching the true writer 
and vnderitanding of any hard Engliſh word , borrowed from the 
Greeke, Latine, or French and bow to know the one- from the othey 
with the interpretation thereof, by aplaine Engliſh word: wherby chil. 
dren ſhall be prepared for the vnderftanding of thonſands of Latine 
words before they enter the Grammar Schoole , which atſo will briy 
much delight and indgement to others, Therfore if thou vndertane 
deft not any wordin this Books not before exponnaed, ſeek the table, 

If 1 be generally receined, 1 ſhall cauſe one vniforme manner of

thee for my whole profeſſion, 


If thon deſireſt to bee further ſatisfied, for the perfor- 
mance of thele things ; reade the preface , where thou 
ſhalc alſo ſee the reaſon of ſome thinges in the firſt 
Booke, which thou mighteſt otherwiſe diſlike.

Ther men intheir writings ( gentle Reader) may juſtly yſe ſuch Rile, as may 
declare earring or eloquence fit for a Scholler; but I am 1ntorced of neccl» 
tic to affec that plaine rudeneiſſe, which may fit the capacitie of thole perſons with 
whom I haue to deale. The lcarneder ſort are able to vnderſtand my purpoſe,and 
to teach this Treatiſe without {urther dire<ien. 1 am now thereferc ro direct my 
ſpeech to the vnskilfull, which defire tomake vſe of it,for their owne private bene» 
fit; and to ſuch n1en and women of trade, as Taylors, Weavers, Shoppe-k-epetsz 
Scamſters, and ſuch others, as have vnderiakenthe charge of reaching ethers;2iuc 
me leaue therefore, (I beſeech you) to 'peake plainely and familiarlyro thee , yea 
Jet me intrear thee to giue diligent regard to'thole things which I ſha Ldehiver vnto 
thee; I ſecke nothing by thee, but thy owne pleaſure, Cale, and profit, and the geod 
of the ſchollers. Tt peradventure for 2, or 3, daies at the fiſt it may ſeeme ſomewhat 
hard or ſtrange vntothee, yet be not diſcouraged , neither caſt it from thee : ſo if 
thou take diligent paines in it but 4- daies, thou ſkalr learne many very profitable 
things that thou neuer kneweR ; yea, thou ſhalt know more of the Englith tongue, 
than any man of thy callin2(not being a Grammarian) in Eng/araknoweth : thou 
ſhalc reach thy Schollers with better commendation and pron than any other, not 
following this order,teacherh;and thou mayeſt fit on thy ſhop. boord, at thy loomes 
or at thy ncedle, ard never hinder thy worke to kcare thy Schollers, after thou haſt 
ence made this little Booke familiar ro thee. The prattice and order of ſtudy , I 
know iS a ſtranger to thee ; yet muſt thou now bee ſure that thou paſſe not over 
any one word, before thou well ynderſtand it. If thau canſt not find out the mean- 
in2 and true vſe of any rule or word,and having none preſent te helpe thee, make a 
marke thereat with thy pen or pin,vnrill thou meeteft with your Miniſter,or other 
Jearned Scholler, o: whom thou mayſt inquire z and doe not thinke it any diſcre- 
dit to declare thy want, being in a matter pertainivg to Grammer , or other ſuch 
things as thoſe of thy condition are vſually vnacquainted with : rather afſure thy 
ſelfe, that a)l wiſe mcn will commend thee that defireſt knowledge , which many 
reje; butthey which refuſe to be direed, I know axe tuch as delight in their ſote 
tiſh ignorance, like Scoggins Prieft. who becaule he had vied his old Annumpſimus 
for theſe dozen yeeres, would not Jeaue it for the other new Aſſ#azpſemus though 
Ir were never ſo good. Two things generally you muſt marke for the vſe of this 
Booke; fiſt, the true ynderſtanding of it, in the matcer; ſecondly, the manner of 
; learning it, if thou be onely a Scholjer; then the order of reaching it,if thou be alſo 
a Teacher. And for the firſt , where I profeſſe roteach with farre more caſe and 
pleaſure to the learner. And therefore with greater ſpeed than others, vaderſtand 
the reaſon. Thou haſt bur two principall things to learne to ſpell troly any word 
of one ſyllable, and to divide truly any word of many. For the firſt, I baue diſpo- 
ſed fillables fo in the firſt booke , howſoever at the ff Fght thry may (geme come 
mon, asthat thou canſt meer none, bur either thou haſt it there ſer downe , or at 
leaſt ſo many like both for the beginning or end, as that none can bee propounded 

ynto thee, that thou ſhairnot be skilfull in. 

And l have ſo begun with the eaſieſt , proceeding by degrees vnee harder, 
that they firſt learned, all the other will follow with very little labour. Theſe filla- 
bles knowne, b:canſe all words, bee they neucr fo long or bard, bee made ofthem, 
thou haſt nothing to learne, bur to divide them ; for which I have laid downe ſo 
eakic and certaine Rules ( beleeuc me that haue tried) as that thou ſhalt never erre 
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in any hard word ; 1 doubt not but thine owne experience ſhall finde this rue, and 
ſo my promiſe in that point performed to the full. Marvell not why in this firſt book 
I haue differed in writing many ſyllables from the yſuall manner; yea from my ſelfe 
inthe reſt of the workezas temp! withour (c)tu7n with one(2)and plum,not plummes , 
&c. My reaſon is, I haue put there no more letters than are of abſolute neceſſity, 
when in the reſt I haue followed cuſtome ; yea often I write the ſame word liverſly 
(if ir be vſed indiffcrently) the berter to acquaint thee with any kind of writing, 
Touching the ſpeeches at the end of the x, 2, 4, 7, and 8,Chapters regard not the 
matter ( being vaine ) bur my purpoſe , which is to bring thee to preſent vſe bf 
reading words of one ſyllable , which thou haſt learned to ſpell, and ſo thou may- 
eſt haue nothing in the ſecond booke to Jearne, bur onely diviſion of words , and 
other hard obſeryations. The Titles of the Chapters, and Notes, in the Margenr 
(which I would alwaies haue thee diligently read and matke)will make theſe things 
more plaine vnto rhee. 

Alſo where I vndertake to make thee to write the true Orthography of any word 
eruoly pronounced, I muſt meane it of thoſe words whoſe writing is determined ; 
for there are many, wherein the beſt Engliſh men in this Land aie not agreed, as 
ſome write malicious deriving it from mattce, other write malitzons,as from the La« 
tin malitioſus. So ſome write German from the Latin , ſome Geymaine from the 
French. Neither doe I deale with proper names, ſtranve words of Art in ſeverall 
Sciences, nor the vuknowne termes of peculiar Countriggſ if they differ from 
ordinary rules) vnlefſe ſometimes on ſome ſp:ciall occa know, cre this, 
thon thirſteſt chat arr a Teacher, to heare how thou mayſt with pore co pro- 
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fit reach a hundred Schollers, than before forty ; follow my advide, \andt warrant 
rhee ſuccefſe. Let eucry one of thy Schollers (for the b:ſt chou haſt (gl learne, 
that heere which hee never knew, neither needeth he any other for Egpliſh)pro- 


vid- and vic this booke , then divide thy Schollers in 2, 3, or 4- ſorts 
ber is (for moe thou necdeſt not ,alchough thou haſt a hundred (chollex 
ſo many of them as are neereſt of like forwardneile, In one leffon or fore , as in / 
Grammer Schooles ; and ſo goe thorough the whole number , not making aboug 
foure companies at the woſt : ſo that thou ſhalt haue but foure LeQures to heare, 
though thou haft a hundred Schollers , whereas before thou hadft forty Le&ures 
though bur forty Schellers. Then when thou wouldeſt heare any forme, call them 
forth all, be they ten, twenty,or more rogerher: hearc two oz three that thou moſt 
{uſpeReſt ro be moſt negligent, or of dulleſt conceit,and ler all the other attend,or 
ler one read one line, ſentence or part ; another che nexr, and ſo through,ſo that 
all doc ſomewhat, and none know when or what ſhall be required of him, encou- 
rage the moſt diligent and tendereſt natures. And thus doubt not , but thou ſhal: 
doe more good ynto twenty in one houre , then before ynto foure in leyerallleſ- 
fons. For the appoling each other , as I haue dire&ed in the end of the ſecond 
Booke, emulation and feare of diſcredit, wi'l make themenyie who ſhall excell. By 
this meanes alſo, cuery one in a higher forme ſhall bee well able to helpe thoſe vn- 
der him, and that without lofle of time, ſecing thereby hec repeateththar which he 
hath lately learned. Now touching the framing and {weet tuning of the voyce , I 
haue giuen thee this helpe : I haue added for proſe all ſorts of ſtile, both &alogue, 
andother ; and far verſe, Pſalmes and other verſes of all the ſeuerall ſorts vſuall; 
which being well taught, will frame thee to the naturell redding of any Fog 
<2. | ur 
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But I here muſt make earneſt requeſt unto all careſull Miniſters, that as they ren. 
der the good education of the youth in their Pariſhes, they would ſometimes re- 
paire ynto the {chooles of ſuch Teachers as are not Grammarians, to hear e their 
children pronounce , and fo helpe ſuch with their direGion, that defire to vie this 
Book: in their Schvoles ; for it 1s Iamentable to ſee into whar ignorant bandling 
filly little children chance, whick ſhould ax the firſt be moſt skilly 2rounded;which 
1s the onely cauſe of ſuch wocfull ignorance in ſo many men and women that can- 
not write (withour great errour) ove ſentence of true Engliſh, therfore let parents 
now be wiſe to whom they commit their children. 

But-to returne to my teaching Tradeſinen. If thou defireſt ro be informed how 
to teach this Treatiſe,mark diligently the direQion given in all places of the book, 
and as thy Scholler is in ſaying his lefſon, marke what words he miſſeth,and them 
note with thy pen or pin, and let himarepcate them ar the next LeRure, andſo vn- 
till he be perfect, not regarding thoſe where he is skiltull. And let his fellowes al- 
ſo remember them to appoſe him in them in their appoſitions. But mee thought I 
heard thee ſay, that my reaſons haue perſwadcd thee to bee willing to teach this; 
bue thon canſt not moue a!l their Parents to be willing ro beſtow ſo much moriey in 
a Booke at the tirſt, Tell them from me, that they need buy no more , and then 
they ſhail ſaue much by the bargaine, But they will reply, that his little yong child 
will haue torne it before it b- halte learned. Then anſwer him , that a remedie is 
provided for them alſo, which is this : Firſt, the Printer ypon the ſight hereofhath 
framed the Horn- booke, according to the order of this booke, making the firſt part 
of my ſecond page the matter thereof, whichin my opinion he did with good rea- 
{on ; for a childe may by this Treatiſe almoſt learne to ſpell perfe&ly in as little 
time, as learne well the other Horn-booke. Bur this latter, being firſt learned, be- 
ing the ground- worke of ſpelling, all the reſt of this work will be gotren with ſmall 
labour. Secondly, 1 haye ſo diſpoſed the placing of my firſt booke, thar if the child 
ſhould teare our, oy leafe as faſtas he learneth it, yet it ſhall not be greatly hurt- 


full, for eue owing Chaprer repeateth and reacheth againe all that wenr 
before. I lepett it be a reaſonable man, thar this entrance in them, prefixed thc 


manner how to ynderſtand the vic of them, whereunto I referre thee, hauing been 
already over-rediovs. For the particular ordinary ſounding of the letters, I wholly
